PATTERNS ARE IN DEMAND 

The above photo of the 1882 
V nickel is in my opinion one of 
the future buys to keep an eye 
on. The 1882 nickel was written 
up in our January, 1957 issue, 
since then we have some i,000 
new readers who have missed it. 
Due to the importance of it, and 
demand of other patterns, we are 
mentioning it again. 

First, my apologies to Sol Kap- 
lan of 413 Race St., Cinn., Ohio, 
for not mentioning him as a dis- 
tributor of Patterns, in fact he 
is known to carry the largest 
stocks of this material. A glance 
of his price list shows it to be 
quite reasonable. 

There are some 425 pieces of 
these 1882 patterns, allowing for 
some hitting circulation, and lost, 
I would say about 3090 but only 
some 50 pieces available for pur- 
chases from the dealers who 
carry this stock. They vary in 
some 15 designs and are found 
in some 4 different metals, mainly 
copper, nickel, and aluminum. 
They can readily be identified in 
Adams-Woodin Pattern book. In- 
cidently some of our readers 
have noted in display ads A.W. 
1675 with no description. This is 
the listing of the 1882 V nickel 
with the reverse of 1883 struck 
in nickel, A.W. is the reference 
book, Adam-Woodin. This nickel 
is the exact likeness of the 1883, 
our first regular issue, many have 
never heard or seen this pattern, 
the only difference being the date 
1882. As to rarity it would be the 
same as saying you possess an 
1908 Lincoln cent. Of this pattern 
A.W. 1675 there are but some 12 
in existence, with some 30 of 
same likeness but struck in dif- 
ferent metal, of which too my 
surprise is considerably cheaper 
in prices and they are available. 
Some of these are listed as rarity 
10 which meants some 10-15 were 
struck. Presently these nickels 
can be bought for as little as $35. 
if available. I have noted jumps 
of prices in patterns to going 
over $100.
